an eloquent speech in presenting the name 
of Re>. Walter II. Brooks for chaplain of 
the 54th Congress. 
In doing that lie at- 


tained to the heights of the hero ; and al- 
though the name of Wanger may uot be 
known to fame, it will not be long before 
the man who has so much courage as was 
shown by Mr. Wanger on Saturday niglit 
last, will be sought after by the people who 
are looking for B representative of real 
merit. 
After a while it will be cheap hero- 


ism to nominate colored ministers of the 
gospel to the House chaplaincy, but Mr. 
Wanger will always bear the distinction of 
having first broken the ice. The colored 
people will always be gratified to learn that 
among those who voted for Air.

The withdrawal of the free silver dolegal o* 


from the St. Louis Convention was iu i, 
sense the happening^ the expected.

Soft Foods Require No Mastication—Our 
Ancestor! Required Strong Teeth, bat 
We Don't Eat as They Did. 


Will tho human race lose its teeth in the 


years to come? Will not our descendants 
have much smaller jaws than we have and 
no maxillary muscles to speak of? 


While these ideas may seem fantastic 


they are based on solid facts and reasoning. 
Tho human race is likely before many cen- 
turies to be toothless because each year 
there is less and less use for the teeth. 
Especially among the higher and wealthier 
classes is this so. Anything to eat that 
requires the muscular exertion of the jaws 
to any extent is apt to be thrown aside and 
its place taken by soft, deftly prepared 
foods that need little effort on the port of 
the teeth. 


Thus more and more the teeth are com- 


ing to bo useless appendages. Scientists 
say now that the progenitors of the human 
Toco Tiaa tans, ana that tney graauaiiy-iosr; 
them because they became useless. It Is 
known that if a limb or any organ of the 
body ceases to be used for any length of' 
time it will become practically paralyzed 
and without life. Should it contimie to be 
unused for generations it would at last dis- 
appear. And this is the way the teeth are 
likely to go, 


It is a loot not to be denied that year by 


year our molars play a diminishing part in 
the functions of life. 
Seldom nowadays 


a set of vigorous white teeth are seen either 
in man or woman unless they are artificial. 
Looking at it from the point of view of 
science, there is no reason why the teeth 
should be the line structures of bone pro- 
tected by their healtliful coating of pearly 
enamel that they once were. In the early 
days before civilization hud eoine with its 
enervations a man's teeth were almost as 
important to him as his arm. 
Knives and

Ono needs only to 
road a bit of tho literature of tho middle 
ages to learn that good "trencher men" 
were highly regarded. To be a "trencher 
man" meant nothing more nor less than 
to bo able to clear off the great wooden 
dishes heaped with meats In an uncom- 
monly short time. 


So it went along for centuries, with the 


women as well aa with the men, soft foods 
being hardly known, even In the halls of 
the highest In the hind. As civilization 
became more and more pronounced and 
luxuries began to become necessities It was 
still only the better class that were affect- 
ed. The poor had to continue eating what 
they best could get and continuing to 
make the fullest use of their jaws and 
their teeth. But within the past half cen- 
tury a change has slowly been setting in. 


So pronounced is this getting that at the 


table of-tho laborer at $1.26 a day, as well 
as at the board of the millionaire, soft 
foods are served and eaten to the exclusion 
of nearly all else. The workman's wife, 
who cannot afford to buy the fine cut of 
meat that the richer man has sent to him 
bolls and roasts until she sets before her 
husband and children as tender a dish as 
those that stand on the tables of the 
wealthy. 


Candy, too, Is much softer than it used 


to be, and In place of the hard, sugary 
balls, creams, nougats and candied fruits, 
to say nothing of the French* confections 
that are constantly Increasing in popular- 
ity, have come pretty thoroughly Into 
vogue. Once upon a time molasses candy 
was greatly in favor, and candy pulls one 
of the delights of a generation that Is now 
past.

SHAH MET REP SHIBT. 


Indian Chief Took Hli Hand M That of a 


•fellow Ekmrefaii* 


"During the visit of the shah to Europe 


In 1889," says an American who was In 
Paris at the time, "an Interesting meeting 
took place between him and another ruler, 
the Indian Hod 3hirt, who was traveling 
with Colonel Cody's Wild West show. 
It 


was a curious spectacle, that of the 
'Shadow of God,' the absolute autocrat of 
millions, the descendant of Cyrus, and the 
rough warrior from the west, in his way 
just as powerful a ruler. 


"The shah was present at Buffalo Bill's 


performance, and when it was over wished 
to look round the encampment. Red Shirt 
was in his tent and was presented to the 
Persian monarch. To the latter's aston- 
ishment he held out his hand as though to 
an equal. The shah hesitated, but the In- 
terpreter whispered, 'He is a king,' and he 
took the Indian's hand and shook it. He 
evidently was immensely amused and In- 
terested, and it is doubtful if anything he 
saw In Europe impressed him ns much as 
this old, dignified warrior, with his feath- 
ers and his primitive surroundings. He 
was us much of a curiosity to the shah as 
the shah was to ICuropeans. 


"The many stories of the shah's gauche- 


rise and dirty habits are greatly exagger- 
ated. H« boro himself with dignity and 
looked exactly what ho was—a man who 
did not know what It meant to have an 
ungratifled desire. 
One circumstance, 


however, was significant. When leaving 
the exhibition, the shah^liad to pass through 
an immense multitude of people who had 
collected to see him. Those near enough 
could see on his face a momentary expres 
sloii of fear. His eyes glanced apprehen- 
sively round, and possibly even then some 
premonition of his fate was with him. 


"The shah when in Europe invariably 


wore the same costume at every function 
—an ordinary black frock coat with epau- 
lets and the typical headdress, with a star, 
of priceless jewels. Another star was on 
his heart, and the value of the gems in 
these two ornaments must have been enor- 
mous. Ho never appeared, however, in 
the same magnificence as did the Indian 
mouorchs at Queen Victoria's jubilee, who 
were one glittering mass of genas from 
head to foot."—New York Press.

Accuracy Claimed For Old Time Weapont 


and the Men Who Uaed Them. 


An old time plainsman writes to Shoot- 


ing and Fishing about the good points ol 
tho old style rifle. The modern riflemen do 
not appreciate tho possibilities of tho old 
fashioned arms of tho kind Daniel Boone 
thought perfect. There was no such phrase 
for the frontiersman as "accxirate enough 
for hunting,'' which is common these days. 
A rifle whicii a frontiersman owned had to 
be one ho could bet his life on and win. It 
must be, above all, accurate. If it was 
aimed at a candle wick, it must not hit the 
candle. If aimed at a man's heart, it hoc 
to hit it and not an arm or ear. Up to 200 
yards tho accuracy of tho old weapon, the 
pea riflo, has not boon excelled, and few 
modern rifles equal it. 


In these days of pump guns which throw 


bar load out of the muzzle and brass pipe 
out of tho breach accuracy is thrown to the 
winds. If the first shot misses, why, a sec- 
ond later another is ready. Not so with 
tho muzzle loader. The game was in sight 
for just one shot and no more. If that shot 
was not fatal, more game must be searchec 
for. 
Knowing this, the old time hunters 


drew down and shot for meat. They die 
not pull when the sights were in line with 
a leg or the paunch. When they pulled the 
set trigger, tho sights were in line with the 
heart, head, throat or back, and the whip 
crack of the weapon oftener meant death 
to the game than tho rip roar slam of a 
modern repeating riflo, 


A man who would u»o a shotgun for 


game in those days was a contemptiblo 
freak, and even today the shotgun users 
respect the man who uses a rifle for shoot- 
ing birds' heads off instead of using a scat- 
ter gun. 
Tho frontiersman trusted his 


riflo. It was Bess or Chain Lightning or 
Kills 'Em Quick to him, not just "my 
rifle." He said, "Me and Bess got a deer 
yesterday," and when Bess got ill she was 
sadly out of order and had to have the doc 
tor right away. 


This is essentially a shotgun age. A 


man brought up on a shotgun is not to be 
compared with the man who used a rifle to 
begin with. Tho users of shotguns alone 
would not be the sharpshooters of Uncle 
Bain's volunteer army.

I showed him 
some fossils 1 had found not far away and 
amazed him by promising to point out the 
spot. 
"You are cot a collector," said the old 


fellow. "1 ran see that." 


"Why?" I asked. 
"Why, 
collectors never give away a place 


when they find anything. That's one of 
tho principles nf The business.'' 


I assured him I was not a collector, 


wherciipon he gave me his confidence.

"Howdo I catch themP Why, this way," 


and tho old fellow took out of his bag a 
bottle of water. "This," he said, laugh- 
ing, "is the elixir of spider life. As an ex- 
ample, here is a trapdoor spider that I was 
about to take as you came over the hill."

from furniture to pincushions. One stall 
that is not supposed to be worth the carry 
ing away would in the hands of the curl 
osity man or dealer become very valuable. 
As an example, when cut up into smal 
pieces, it sells for E cents apiece for pin 
cushions. A good straight cane of man 
zanita Is worth from 81.50 to t5."—Pasa- 
dena (Cal.) Cor. New York Post.

N. Y., possesses an exceedingly interesting 
collection of war relios from Revolutionary 
times. 
It embraces every possible object 


BUTTONS. 


from September, 177C, until Nov. 7, 1788. 
In this collection aro also several uni- 
form buttons worn by soldiers in regi- 
ments stationed in those times in Man- 
hattan Island. 


Some of thoso buttons are in a very good 


state of preservation. For instance, the 
one la the center of the group of five be- 
longed to the uniform of a member of the 
Hoyal Pioneers, a regiment composed of 
Scotch hlghlandprs. The one on the upper 
right corner belonged to the second Tory 
regiment, commanded by Colonel Bever- 
ley, a Now XTork Loyalist. 


The button on tho left upper corner be- 


longed to a \ ury brave regiment of light 
dragoons. Its commander, Colonel Mouok- 
ton, fell in the battle of Monmouth just 
as he was leading the soldiers into attack. 
A fearful fight ensued arouna uWTJorpBer 
but bis own moo hud to vacate the Held of 
battle, arid Americans dug a grave with 
their bayonets for him. 


The button of tho Forty-fourth regiment 


recalls an elite troop of the British army. 
The brave General Aberorombie command- 
ed this regiment in a storm on Brood's Hill, 
in the battle of Bunker Hill, and fell at 
the point of ib, a victim of the command of 
Colonel Proscott, who charged his little 
group of Continentals to aim at the beau- 
tiful coats and shoot away tho officers.
